The  small  landsale  colliery  at  Hareshaw  Head  has  now  closed 
dov/n  and  there  has  been  a gradual  extension  of  Forestry  operations 
especially  in  the  Western  and  North  V/estern  parts  of  the  area. 

The  principle  industry  still  remains  farming. 

The  woollen  mill  at  Otterburn  is  still  in  operation  and 
there  area  one  or  two  quarries  operating  in  the  district.

The  most  frequent  cause  of  death  has  been  from  some  form 
of  heart  disease.  Thirty  one  cases  out  of  sixty  eight  deaths 
having  been  classified  under  this  heading. 

Cerebral  haemorrhage  comes  next  on  the  list  with  twelve 
deaths  and  next,  we  have  carcinoma  six  deaths.  Only  one  case 
of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  died  during  the  year  but  recent  invest- 
igations have  disclosed  that  the  vast  majority  of  carcinomata 
of  the  lung  occur  in  smokers,  only  a very  tiny  proportion  being 
non-smokers.  This  fact  gives  food  for  thought. 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lung  died  during  the

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  year  opened  very  auspiciously,  there  were  no  notific- 
ations of  infectious  diseases  in  January  'and  practically  no 
inf luenza . 

February  v/as  also  good  as  there  was  very  little  influenza 
and  only  a few  scattered  cases  of  german  measles,  mumps  and 
chicken-pox. 

In  March  there  were  many  cases  of  mumps  in  the  Otterbum 
area  of  a mild  type  and  a few  cases  of  chicken-pox  at  Woodbum. 
Influenza  was  conspicuous  by  its  comparative  absence. 

The  epidemic  of  mumps  at  Otterbum  continued  throughout 
April.  There  were  also  a few  scattered  cases  of  german  measles 
and  chickenpox.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  erysipelas 
were  also  notified. 

In  the  month  of  May  the  epidemic  of  mumps  was  still  progress- 
ing at  Otterbum  and  spread  to  Bellingham,  There  was  one  case 
of  measles  and  a number  of  cases  of  german  measles  and  one  case  of 
abdominal  tuberculosis. 

In  June  one  case  of  cerebral  spinal  meningitis  occurred  in 
a very  small  child.  All  contacts  Yiere  closely  watched  but  there 
were  no  further  cases.  There  were  also  two  cases  of  measles,  a 
few  scattered  cases  of  mumps  and  many  cases  of  german  measles 
scat tered ' throughout  the  area. 

July  saw  the  epidemic  of  germ.an  measles  and  mumps  still 
prominent.  The  disease,  undoubtedly  being  spread  through  the 
schools  at  Bellingham  and  Otterbum,  There  was  one  case  of  measles. 

The  closing  of  the  schools  at  the  end  of  July  resulted  in 
the  abrupt  termination  of  the  epidemics  of  mumps  and  german  measles. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  B,  occurred,  the  case  being  diagnosed 
in  hospital*  Extensive  Investigations  as  to  the  probable  source 
failed  to  discover  it  and  from  the  history  of  the  patients  move- 
ments, beforehand,  it  was  concluded  that  infection  had  occui<red 
outside  this  area.  Samples  of  urine  and  faeces  of  all  contacts 
v/ere  negative  and  no  further  cases  occurred.  The  patient  returned 
home  after  a short  stay  in  hospital,  the  faeces  being  still 
positive  and  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  anybody  else 
becoming  Infected,  The  subsequent  successive  examinations  of 
excreta  were  found  to  be  negative* 

The  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  resulted  in  a few 
cases  of  measles,  especially  at  Kielder,  and  two  cases  in  Bellingham 
which  were  suspiciously  like  scarlet  fever. 

The  sudden  spell  of  cold  weather  in  September  resulted  in 
quite  a sharp  outbreak  of  influenza.

In  October  there  was  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  at 
Ridsdale,  infection  beins  outside  the  area,  and  there  were  also 
still  a few  cases  of  measles.  There  were  quite  a number  of 
streptococcal  sore  throats  at  Brov.nrig^  Camp  School.  These  were 
closely  watched  in.  case  some  of  them  might  be  scarlet  fever  - 
the  epidemic  soon  died  out. 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  in  November  0 yCC  ept 
one  or  tv/o  cases  of  mumps  and  one  or  two  cases  of  german  measles. 
There  were  quite  a number  of  persistent  diarrhoea  cases  but 
examination  of  numerous  samples  of  faeces  proved  the  absence  of 
pathogenic  organisms  and  the  conclusion  arrived  at  was  that  these 
cases  were  influenza  of  a gas tro-intes tinal  type. 

In  December  there  was  only  one  case  of  german  measles  and  a 
few  cases  of  mild  influenza*  The  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  had  died 
out. 


CONTROL  OP  INPECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Most  of  the  infectious  diseases,  v/ith  the  exception  of  the 
typhoid  group  and  the  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  are  dealt  with 
at  home.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  a case  of  scarlet  fever 
into  hospital.  This,  I think,  is  a backward  step  as  the 

complications  of  scarlet  fever  are  very  serious  and  damaging  and 
I feel  that  these  cases  should  be  dealt  with,  in  an  Infectious 
Diseases  Kospital. 

In  the  past,  too,  scarlatina  antitoxin  has  been  used  v.nth 
great  success,  both  in  treating  the  patient  with  scarlet  fever 
and  also  contacts,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  but,  for 
some  unknovm  reason,  scarlatina  antitoxin  is  extremely  difficult 
to  obtain. 

As  a result  of  mass  immunisation,  diphtheria  appears  to  have 
been  wiped  out.  No  case  has  occurred  in  the  area  for  many  years. 

The  same  canjiot  be  said  about  whooping-cough,  although  there 
are  m.any  vaccines  available  for  the  prevention  and  treatm.ent  of  this 
disease,  they  cannot  be  described  as  highly  successful,  but  the  day 
may  not  be  far  awa^r  when  whooping-cough  will  be  wiped  out  in  the 
same  way  as  diphtheria  has  been.  Fortunately,  no  case  of  v/hooplng- 
cough  has  occurred  this  year.

Schemes  In  respect  of  Wark,  Greenhaugh  and  Lanehead,  have 
been  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consultants  and  submitted  to -the 
Ministry  for  Its  consideration. 
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The  isolated  nature  of  the  Rural  District,  together 
with  the  comparatively  small  population  settlements,  reflects 
a high  cost  per  house  in  respect  of  these  schemes. 

It  is  a matter  of  higher  policy  to  consider  whether,  (a) 
because  of  the  high  capital  cost  involved,  such  rural  schemes 
should  be  abandoned  or  deferred,  or  (b)  the  provision  of  such 
schemes  with  improved  sanitation  is  the  only  satisfactory  mean 
of  ensuring  the  stabilisation  of  the  rural  population.

Against  16  applications  for  reconditioning  of 
farm.houses  and  farm  cottages  approved  in  1951,  some  54  have  been 
approved  in  1952,  It  is  again  emphasised  that  these  improvement 
v/orks  are  an  important  factor  in  the  st.abilising  of  the  rural 
popu lat ion. 


GENERAL, 


With  the  searchlight  of  higher  policy  focussed  on  repair 
and  reconditioning  of  older  and  sub- standard,  properties,  the 
surmounting  of  the  problem  is  not  one  which  meets  v/ith  easy 
solution.  Early  consideration  of  rent  .reform  - repeatedly 
urged  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors'  Association  - is  an  essential 
prerequisite  to  adeouate  action  for  dealing  v;ith  unfit  and  sub- 
standa.rd  houses. 

The  diminishing  of  local  crafts  again  presents  a further 
stumbling  block  reflected  in  slov/ing  up  progress  or  higher  costs 
consequent  on  obtaining  labour  from  a distance  - varying  in 
instances  from  20  to  40  miles.

Licences  issued  during  the  year  numbered  11 , 
Total  value  for  the  year  £4- ,750. 
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A long  term  contract  for  disposal  of  waste  paper 
has  obviated  difficulties  of  disposal  as  demand  has 
fluctuated  and,  although  the  financial  yield  is  not 
great,  due  to  considerable  reduction  in  prices,  the 
habit  formed  by  householders  of  saving  salvage  during 
the  viar  years,  has  been  sustained.
